A study of last year’s Victory G ar­ 


dens shows that only about half of 
them were kept in active production I 
for more than three or four months j 
and but one out of six supplied fresh 
vegetables for six months or more 
On the other hand. 45 per cent of 
tile gardens planted and managed 
by farmers were productive for six 
months and longer Reasons for this 
vast difference were numerous bu* 
the chief ones cited hold important 
keys to tile success of our vital 1945 
gardens 
In fact, ti ie reasons offer 
worthwhile Information to all vege­ 
table growers—experienced as well 
as beginners 
Three causes were outstanding in 
the 
restrictions 
on 
garden 
pro­ 
ductivity last year— (I* Failure to 
plan crops to bear through late sum­ 
mer and fall months until freezing 
weather arrived: *2* Failure to clear 
away such 
early crops 
as 
green 
peas, lettuce, radishes and similar 
vegetables injured by hot mid-sum­ 
mer weather to make room for more 
hent-resistant crops; and (3* Faulty 
spring planning for the entire gar­ 
dening schedule From these error 
several 
brief 
suggestions 
may 
be 
drawn 
Every 
early 
planted 
vegetable 
should be planned and located wtth 
a definite idea of a “follow" crop 
This Is particularly true of those 
vegetables which do not thrive in 
hot 
weather. 
These 
should 
be 
grouped so that their space can be 
cleared off and utilized immediately 
for suitable follow crops, Including 
the U tter hot-weather vegetable*, 
like beans. Swiss chard, 
broccoli, 
cabbage and others 
Gardeners should learn now the 
"final" planting dates for all vege­ 
tables and avoid the too common 
penalty of over-looking the "dead­

Liberal plantings of celery, salsify, 
broccoli, cabbage, tomatoes, turnips, 
rutabagas, kohlrabi, turnip greens.

aim to keep the entire garden area 
busy after early crops are removed

Johnstown, Pa.. April 9 (AI*)—Ed­ 
ward N. Scheiberling, national com­ 
mander of the American Legion, de­ 
clared the Legion wants to see one 
more important piece of World War 
II legislation enacted—laws insuring 
America against foreign invasion. 
Addressing more than 1,000 per­ 
sons at a rally last night, Scheiber­ 
ling, who lives at 
Albany, N 
Y 
declared: 
"National security for the future 
includes universal military training. 
an educated army, a powerful two- 
ocean navy and an air force suf­ 
ficient to discourage any acts of 
aggression 
against 
the 
United 
States." 
The Legion proposed a similiar 
program after World War I, Scheib- 
erling asserted, but “men high in 
I our national life thought the mil- 
, lenium was at hand" and entered 
into an agreement with other powers 
"to scrap our armaments, scuttle our 
mighty battleships in the middle of 
the Atlantic, and reduce our army 
to a mere .skeleton, thus inviting 
attack of aggressors.” 
Today, he said, the situation is 
changed. “We have learned the folly 
of such Utopian ideas and never 
again will our nation be found un­ 
prepared," lie predicted.
